CHANCE TO GAIN NEW TRADE 


. [BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Cincinnati, O., Jan. 26.— [Special, I—-Every- 
thing possible will be done by the National 
Association of Manufacturers to make a 
creditable showing at the Paris Exposition. 
The presence at \their convention today of 
Commissioner Genéral Peck and B. D. Wood- 
Ward aroused interest and gave the move- 
ment for big displays a new impetus. There 
is now a far greater determination than ever 
before among leaders of this organization 
to exploit American products at the French 
show on a grand scale. 

Mr. Peck's speech and assurances by him 
that the United States exhibiters will have 
an advantage over other nations had its 
effects, and the manufacturers are agreed a 
grand opportunity is offered to get a foot- 
hold in the Old World markets. 

Mr. Peck said he had secured more space 


for the American people than was allotted | 


to any European government, and the asso- 
lation assured him it would all be oecupied. 


He explained that while the United States . 


has more space, its appropriation of $620,000 
is less than that of any of the European 
governments: We was asked how much 
ought to be appropriated to properly carry 
out the undertaking, and in reply he esti- 
mated that anything less than $1,400,000 
Want Larger Appropriation. 

Immediately Charles. A. Moore of New 
Tork introduced -resolutions, which were 
adopted, demanding of Congress an allow- 
ance for this enterprise that wil! be com-. 
mensurate with the greatness of the Ameri- 
can people and their industrial develop- 
ments. 

A. B. Farquhar, a Pennsylvania delegate, 
thought the sum that should be appropri- 
ated ought to be set forth tn the resolutions, 

and asked to have $1,500,000 named as the 
amount desired. He said it would have 
more weight with the Congressmen to let 
them know that the manufacturers of the 
country. were in favor of being liberal and 
doing whatever they undertake on a fitting 
scale. 

But Mr. Moore insisted that to fix any 
amount might be accepted by Congress as 
@ictatorial, and it was finally decided that 
the Executive committee should go to 
Washington to urge an appropriation large 
enough to cover the expenses of an Ameri- 
can display at the exposition that Ameri; 
cang will not be ashamed of. 

Rudolph Blamkenberg of Philadelphia 
said the presence of this committee at the 
national capital and the argumentsits mem- 
bers could present would do much toward 
Securing an adequate allowance.

Text of the Letter. 

The text of the letter follows: 

“Chicago, Jan. 26.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—Some time ago, after consultation had 
by me with experienced and efficient men in 
the Chicago Postoffice, as to the wearing of 
uniforms by the employés while on duty in 
that service, and, after a most careful con- 
sideration of the subject on my own part, I 
decided in favor of having the men uni- 
formed. My view was that the carrying 
out of this plan would tend to the greater 
efficiency of the employés, to the dignifying 
of the positions held by them, to the con- 
venience and better service of the public, 
and to marked improvement in the work and 
results of the office under my charge. : 
The new attire which 1 thought should 


| be worn by the men was to be of the most 


simple kind, with dark buttons and without 
the slightest ornamentation, and not expen- 
sive—the main object being to secure uni- 
formity in dress. It was to be muck plainer 
and less striking than the uniforms worn 
by the letter-carriers while on duty. 

My sole ambition since I became Post- 
master has been to make the Chicago Post- 
office a model of efficiency, an honor to the 
city, and a credit to the nation. I have not 
been slow to adopt new ideas and methods 
for the betterment of the service which com- 
mended themselves to my judgment; I have 
striven to cultivate a high standard of char- 
acter and performance of duty among all 
those employed under my superintendence, 
and I have always stood firm for a strict 
compliance with the civil service law and 
regulations of the government. It is my 
hope that my conduct of the office has earned 
for me the respect and confidence of the 
community. 


Reasons for His Action. 


As to the proposed uniforming of the 
men in the service of the Chicago Postoffice, 
I find that it meets with the disapproval of 
many of their number and is not as yet 
favorably regarded by the press and a con- 
siderable portion of our citizens. I am only 
a public servant, trying my best to carry 
out the wishes of those whose interests I 
represent; and, in view of certain expres- 
sions of those wishes which have lately 
come to my knowledge, I am willing to 
yield my own personal opinion in deference 
to them in the matter now under considera- 
tion. Moreover, the controversy on the 
subject of their wearing uniforms which is 
being conducted among the employés tends 


to the injury of the public service and the 
demoralization of the men. 


Under these circumstances I have de- 
cided not to further press the proposed im- 
provement until some future time when, 
after more careful consideration on the part 
of those who now oppose it, there shall be 
expressed a more general opinion in ‘ts 
favor. CHARLES U. GORDON." 

Rejoicing by the Clerks. 

The news of the victory was received by 
the clerks with many expressions of joy.

SUPREME COURT. 


Former Attorney General 
Garland Stricken While 


APOPLEXY IS THE CAUSE. 


Was Confederate Senator, but | 


Has Held Many High Offi- 
ces Since War. 


SORROW AT WASHINGTON. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—Former At- 
torney General Augustus H. Garland was 
stricken with apoplexy while add ng 
the United States Supreme Court just after 
noon today. 

He was at the time conducting an argu- 
ment in the case of Towson vs. Moore, 
which was begun yesterday. There was a 
full bench with the exception of Justices 
Brewer and White. Mr. Garland had spoken 
calmly and with no evidence of agitation 
or effort. He had read from a law volume, 
and had followed with the sentence, This, 
your Honors, is our contention,” when, as 
the last word was uttered, he raised his 
hand, gasped, and fell sidewise, striking 
against a chair and overturning it as he 
went to the floor. 


Health Had Been Poor. 

Mr. Garland had been in poor health for 
several years and some months ago was in 
the hospital for some weeks. His friends 
noticed when he was well enough to be out 
again that he had failed rapidly and was 


growing feeble. Several weeks ago he was 


taken ill with the grip and had suffered from 
its effects ever since. : 

After the death of the former Attorney 
General became known the Supreme Court 
adjourned for the day. This action was 
taken on the motion of Attorney General 
Griggs, who, in making it, said: ‘‘ May it 
piease the court, it is my sad duty to an- 
nounce to the court the sudden death of an 
ex-Attorney General of the United States, 
Augustus Hill Garland. The sudden and 
unexpected death of this distinguished man 
comes with a shock of surprise to those of 
us who have heard of it, as undoubtedly it 
came to those of this court who witnessed his 
seizure. He was a man so distinguished in 
his profession, so distinguished as a states- 
‘man in political life, and so connected offi- 
cially and professionally with this court, to 
the last moment of his life, that I deem it 
proper that I should suggest to the court 
that out of respect to his memory they 
should take a recess until tomorrow, and I 
make that motion.“ 

Responding for the court, Chief Justice 
Fuller said: — 

The court lear rot the death of Mr. 
Garland with sincere sorrow and concurs in 
the suggestion that has been made. Out of 
respect to the memory of this distinguished 
member of the bar, aw adjournment will be 
taken until tomorrow at the usual hour.” 


Sketch of Mr. Garland’s Life. 
Augustus Hill Garland was born in Tipton 
County, Tenn., June 11, 1832. Before he was 
a year old his parents moved to Arkansas. 
He was educated at St. Mary's Coliege, 
Lebanon, Ky., and St. Joseph's College, 
Bardstown, Ky. He read law there and in 
Arkansas, and was admitted to the bar in 
After practicing at that place for 
three years he removed to Little Rock. 

He was a Whig in politics, and in 1860 was 
an Elector on the Bell and Everett ticket. 
He was an opponent of the secession ordi- 
nance in the State convention, but after its 


passage he espoused the Southern cause, and 


was a member of the provisional Congress 
that met in Montgomery in May, 1861. He 
was chosen a delegate to the first confed- 
erate Congress, and afterwards served in the 
Senate, in which he had a seat when the 
confederacy fell. | 

In 1865 he petitioned the United States Su- 
preme Court for the right to practice with- 
out taking the “ ironclad ’’ oath, presenting 
an argument on which the question was de- 
cided in his favor.. 

He was elected United States Senator for 
the term beginning March 4, 1867, but was 
not permitted to take his seat. In 1874, 
after serving a short time as acting Secre- 
tary of State, he was elected Governor of 
Arkansas under the new State constitution. 

In January, 1876, he was sent to the United 
States Senate, and was reélected in 1883, 
serving from March 5, 1877, to March, 1888, 
when he took his seat as Attorney General 
in President Cleveland’s Cabinet. He was 
offered and declined a Supreme Court Jus- 
ticeship. 

At the close of the Cleveland administra- 
tion he retired from politics and practiced 
law in this city, appearing chiefly before the 
United States Supreme Court. 5

duced a profound sadness in the Senate, 


where he had served for many years as one 
of a galaxy of distinguished men. While in 
the Senate he had been a member of the 
Committee on Judiciary, and he had taken 
rank with the strong men ofthat day. He 
naturally gave the greater share of his at- 
tention to legal questions, as the natural 
tendency of his mind was in that direction. 

It was in the United States Supreme Court 
he won his most pronounced triumphs, and 
all recognize it was most fitting that the end 
should have comé while he was performing 
his duties in this great forum. 

His first appearance in the court was in 
connection with the great case involving the 
validity of the test oath law, and the result 
of his contention in this case gave him na- 
tional fame. The case grew out of the legis- 
lation of the reconstruction period. Under 
the law in question no lawyer who had par- 
ticipated in the civil war on the confederate 
side could practice his profession until he 
had taken the oath, 

Mr. Garland challenged the constitution, 
ality of the law for himself and neighboring 


lawyers, and beginning with the lower courts 


he followed the case up through the various 
tribunals to the Supreme Court of the land. 
There, notwithstanding the court was polit- 
ically almost unanimously opposed to him, 
his position was sustained and the law over- 
thrown. in the contentions in the Repub- 
lican party in Arkansas in the Brooks-Bax- 
ter days Mr. Garland espoused the cause of 
Mr. Baxter, as did a majority of the Demo- 
crats, and he succeeded Mr. Baxter as Gov- 
ernor of the State. 

While occupying his position as Attorney 
General he was tendered the position on the 
Supreme bench afterwards given to Mr. 
Lamar, but declined, saying that in his 
opinion he was too old. 


Sorrow ’at Little Rock. 


Little Rock, Ark., Jan. 26.—[{Special. ]}—The 
news of the sudden death at Washington of 
former Attorney General Garland was re- 
ceived in Little Rock with profound sorrow 
and regret. During his long service in public 
life he had a hold on the affections of the peo- 
ple that could not be shaken. 

He was the first person from Arkansas 
who ever held a Cabinet position. *Senator 
Garland had been a widower for some years. 
He married in Washington, Ark., Miss Vir- 
ginia Sanders. By his ma there are 
three children living, Sanders E., Cummins, 
and William. 

In commencing his administration in 1874 
Governor Garland found the State Treasury 
entirely empty. As he expressed it on his 
taking possession, “ There was not enough 
money in the Treasury to buy sufficient wood 
to build a fine in the Governor's office.”” The 
State government was conducted for two. 
months upon the promissory notes of in- 
dividuals and after that was run on bor- 
rowed money, for which loans were effected, 
which in time, however, were all paid back 
and liquidated. 

It is probable his body will be brought to 
Little Rock for interment.

For twenty-nine 
years he was connected with the engineering 
department of the Illinois Central railroad 
and was one of the best known and most re- 
spected men in the employ of the company. 
He was a zealous churchman and contribut-

He left a 
widow and four children—Mrs. Mary Walls, 
Joseph R. Finn, Ambrose Finn, and James K. 
Finn, all of Chicago. 


ELIHU COLMAN, Fond du Lac, died sud- 
denly at Green Bay Jan. 26 of heart failure, 
aged 58. He was one of the most prominent 
Republican politicians in Wisconsin. He 
had started for a train to go home, but being 
taken ill returned to the hotel and died imme- 
diately on arrival. He served asa volunteer 
in the war of the rebellion in a Wisconsin 
cavalry regiment, graduated from Lawrence 
University in 1865, then studied law, and 
was admitted to the bar. He was elected to 
the Assembly in 1872 and in 1892 and 1893 was 
United States District Attorney. 


GEORGE W. TIMERMAN, Evanston, 
secretary and treasurer of the Centaur 
Manufacturing company, 201 and 203 Lake 
street, Chicago, died at his home on Jan. 
25, after an illness of only two days. He 
was taken ill with the grip on Tuesday and 
suffered a stroke of apoplexy soon after- 
wards.

„ The constitution,“ said Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, confers absolutely on the govern- 
ment of the union the powers of making war 
and of making treaties; consequently that 
government possesses the power of acquiring 
territory either by conquest or by treaty. 
A like opinion was expressed by Mr. Justice 
Story: The power of the United States to 
acquire new territory by cession or con- 
quest does not depend upon any specific 
grant in the constitution to do so, but fol- 
lows as an incidental power from its sov- 
ereignty over war and treaties.” In the 
Mormon Church case, Mr. Justice Bradley 
sald: The power to acquire territory is de- 
rived from the treaty, making power and the 
power to declare and carry on war. 

Is it true that, by the mere act of annexa- 
tion, the constitution becomes operative in 
the annexed territory, and its inhabitants 
acquire all the rights and franchises guar- 
anteed by the constitution to American cit- 
izens? Mr. Gardiner recalis that, in an early 
case, Chief Justice Marshall decided that ter- 
ritory annexed did not ipso facto derive 
rights from the constitution. Its only rights, 
he said, were those “stipulated in ‘the 
treaty or granted by “its new master. 
It will be remembered that the pending 
treaty with Spain provides: The civil rights 
and political status of the native inhabi- 
tants of the territories hereby ceded to the 
United States” shall be determined by the 
Congress. Mr. Justice Nelson declared that 
‘Territories are not organized under the con- 
stitution. They are the creations exclusively 
of the legislative department of the govern- 
ment and subject to its supervision and con- 
trol.” The same principle was pronounced 
by Mr. Justice Bradley: The extent of the 
power thus granted [to Territories] depends 
entirely upon the organic act of Congress in 
each case, and is, at all times, subject to such 
alterations as Congress may see fit to adopt. 
Mr. Justice Brewer has lately said: A Terri- 
tory is a political community organized by 
Congress, all whose powers are created by 


Congress, and all whose acts are subject to 


Congressional supervision.“ 

If it be true that all territorial rights and 
powers are created by Congress, then none is 
created by the constitution; if al) are subject 
to alteration and supervision by Congress, 
then none is fixed and unalterable by virtue 
of the constitution.

| Dramatic Scene Before the 
Court-Martial as the 
Officer Testifies. 


HIS LINE OF DEFENSE. 


Evidence of Unusual Excitement 
. Owing to General Miles’ 
Statements.

FEATURES OF THE TRIAL. 


‘Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—The feature 

of the proceedings before the Eagan court- 
martial today was the testimony of Com- 
missary General Eagan himself. It was 

-dramatic in many parts. 

Not more than fifteen or twenty people 
outside of the court and a dozen or so news- 
paper correspondents were admitted to the 
Trial rooms. Several witnesses preceded the 
chief figure in the trial. 

General Eagan listened intently to the testi- 
mony of these witnesses and occasionally 
held brief whispered conferences with his 
counsel. He was dressed in full uniform 
without sword, and his florid face, white 
hair and mustache, and soldierly bearing 
recalled to many the late General Sheridan, 
to whom he bears a distinct resemblance. 


Question of Jurisdiction. 


His call to the stand this morning was 
gonething of a surprise, as it had been 
thought if he testified at all it would be later. 
When his name was called he rose and, 

before the witness chair, raised his 

right hand, took the oath administered by 

the Judge Advocate, and at first related his 

army career. As he proceeded in his testi- 

mony it became apparent that the line of de- 

fense would be justification and extreme 

provocation, this bringing on a serious 

nervous condition, which rendered the wit- 

ness unfit for business and made him to a 

irresponsible for his acts.

Eagan Tells His Story. 

General Eagan himself was the next wit- 
ness. He said he entered the volunteer army 
in 1861, and in 1866 was made a Second Lieu- 
tenant in the regular army. He then briefly 
gave a history of his military career, which 
included several campaigns against the In- 
dians. He received a wound in the Modoc 
war, for which he received a brevet. 

During the war with Spain he had been in 
his office every day, with one exception, and 
had worked early and late. He had given 
his testimony before the commission under 
Oath—preferably so. He had first read Gen- 
eral Miles’ statement in the Washington pa- 
pers. For a long time he feared that he 
might not be called before the commission, 
but he finally received a summons to appear.

He had held a conversation with the Sec- 
retary of War, in the course of which he 
told the Secretary that he desired to defend 
himself by bringing proceedings against 
General Miles, but was told the immunity 
granted by the President would prevent any 
such action.

Declares His Innocence.

Stock Growers’ Convention at Denver 
Decides to Permit Grazing on 
Forest Reserves. 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 26.—One of the ques- 
tions which have for years agitated the stock 
growers of the great West—the conflicting 
interests of the cattle men and the sheep 
men—was precipitated upon the National 
Live Stock convention today by the consid- 
eration of a resolution recommending to the 
Department of the Interior that the rule pro- 
hibiting the grazing of sheep on the forest 
reserves in the Wesi be abrogated. 

This, in the nature of a compromise, was 


accepted by the convention and the substi- 


tute was then adopted.

Resolutions were adopted as follows: Re- 
questing the Agricultural department to pub- 
lish cattle bulletins similar to those in the 
interests of agriculture; indorsing the Senate 
bill providing for an extension of the transit | 
limit for transportation of live stock in cars 
from twenty-eight to forty hours; indorsing 
the Senate bill which proposes to give the 
Interstate Commerce commission power to 
enforce its decisions; authorizing the chair- 
man to appoint a committee of one from each 
of the States of Colorado, Utah, and Wyo- 
ming to confer with the Governors of those 
States regarding the best means of combat- 
ing cattle thieves. |

‘WILSON QUITS THE BOARD 


RESIGNS HIS POSITION AS A WEST 
PARK, COMMISSIONER. 


tion Are Conducted at Variance 
with Business Principles and That 
Outsiders Control the Action of Its 
Members—Says the Pay-Rolis Are 
Too Large—His Colleagues Express 
Surprise at His Withdrawal. | 


William J. Wilson, -who was appointed 
West Park Commissioner two years ago by 
Governor Tanner, and who was President of 
the board for a time, has resigned because he 
was dissatisfied with the management of the 
west parks. He charges that they are not 
run on business principles, that the pay- 
rolls are too large, and that the control of 
affairs has passed from the commissioners 
to outsiders, who have the say and profit 
without any of the responsibility. 

The resignation was accepted promptly 
by Governor Tanner. 

Members of the board profess to be aston- 
ished at Mr. Wilson’s resignation and his 
charges. They say he has attended the 
meetings regularly and has voted with the 
rest of the members on the propositions com- 
ing before the board. Even with the elec- 
tion of a new superintendent for Douglas 
Park Mr. Wilson is said to have voted with 
the rest, although he complains that he was 
not consulted. Some of the members hint 
that his resignation is really due to chagrin, 
first in not being elected President two 
weeks ago, and then at the assignment on 
committees given him on Tuesday last. His 
‘letter apparently was written the day after 
that meeting. 

IJ am tired of trying to get the business of 
the west parks run on business principles,“ 
said Mr. Wilson yesterday. When we have 
money to spend I believe in spending it, not 
lavishly to be sure, but economically, and 
as much of it as possible on trees and other 
permanent improvements. It should not all 

o to pay-rolls. Pay-rolls are worth only 

a ton, but permanent jmprovements do 
not get away.“ 


Complains of “ Invisible Board. 


Mr. Wilson declared the men hired by the 
‘West Park board were engaged the 
Employment committee, and the board had 
nothing to do with their selection. The 
money to pay them was given by the Com- 
mittee on Finance, and members of the 
board had nothing to do at the meetings but 
to vote yea and “ nay.” 

“TIT am satisfled.,““ he continued, that 
there are two West Park boards, the visible 
and the invisible. The visible is responsible 
for the good conduct of the parks and the 
proper outlay of the money. The invisible 
gets the profits. I do not know who com- 
poses the invisible board, whether they are 
white or black, Democrats or Republicans, 
but they exist just the same. John J. Dwyer, 
the new superintendent of Douglas Park, 
owes his appointment to the invisible board. 
I would like to have somebody introduce 
me to him, to see if I suited his ideas of 
what a Park Commissioner should be. 

My idea is that a man to be given the 
important place of superintendent of a park 
should be presented to the board for ap- 
pointment by the visible board to seeif he 
is a proper person. Any one can see that a 
man apopinted by the invisible board can 
do as he likes with the visible board. The 
commissioners would have no authority over 
him. The appointment of Dwyer in this 
Way was my last reason for resigning. After 
two years, I had become tired of trying to 
do business under such conditions. The 
visible board should have something to say 
in the dispensing of $600,000.”’ 

Mr. Wilson protested that he had no on 
for the place of superintendency of Douglas 
Park when Mr. Happel resigned to go into 
the County board, but if he had a candidate, 
he said, it would have done no good, for 
Happel's successor was in his place before 
the change was known to him. 


Former President of the Body. 


When Governor Tanner appointed the 
West Park Commissioners two years ago 
Mr. Wilson was elected President of the new 
board on Feb. 9, and served until April 13, 
when, at the annual election, Mr. Suddard 
was chosen to succeed him. At the annual 
meeting Jan. 10 last, when all the officers 
of the board and all employés drawing sal- 
aries of $1,000 a year and over were elected, 
Mr. Wilson was present, and voted to elect 
Dwyer superintendent of Douglas Park 
along with the rest, and there is no record 
of any objection having been offered by him. 
In the appointment of committees last 
Tuesday he was given a place on the Com- 
mittee on Subdivision, and subsequently was 
named for the more important Committee on 
Improvements. At the same time he was 


provements, a post of much power and re- 
sponsibility, and, so far as the other mem- 
bers knew, he was satisfied with it. 
During the two years I have served on 
the board with Mr. Wilson,” A. J. Graham 
said, ‘‘ I have no memory that he ever voted 
against the majority.

BRUNETIERE SHOWS AN UNJUST BIAS 

Vis “ Manual of the History of French 

Literature” Champions the Seven- 

teenth Century as Againat the Nine- 

teenth — Prefessor Well’ “A Cen- 

tury of French Fiction “ Also Sneere 

at Hugo — Judge Mellen Chamber- 
Volume of Exeays. 


ERDINAND BRUNETIERE ie. un- 
doubtedly the most noted literary 
critic in France today, and his Man- 

ul of the History of French Litera- 

ture (Crowell) ie an important and 
valuable critical work. This need not pre- 
vent one, however, from taking strong ex- 
ception to the tone and sipirt of his work. 

In spite of M. Brunetiére’s avowed plan 

of applying the Darwinian principles of 

evolution to his critical studies, he has not 
made a modern book. He champions classical 
tradition, and, while using modern methods, 
he belongs in spirit to the seventeenth 
century. He treats the whole romantic 
school, including Victor Hugo and Anatole 

France, with bitter uncharitablenesss. Ro- 
manticism is the triumph in Hterature of in- 
dividualism,’’ and as anything individual- 

istic is against his scientific theory, it must 

needs fall under his dogmatic displeasure. 
The trouble with Mr. Brunetiére is that he 


'. treats literature as a science and not as an 


He distinctly says in one place that the 
attitude of the artist is identical with that 
of the man of science. This is the same as 
saying that the search for truth is the same 
as the love of beauty. In this error lies the 
explanation of Brunetiére’s rank injustice 


to the romantic school. His imperious theory 


bars out anything that is not accurately true 
to every-day life. Judged by such standards, 
of course Hugo and Dumas are bywords, 
while the novels of Balzac and Zola are 
Bibles. This is what M. Brunetiére would 
have the world believe, but the world hap- 
pily does not choose its reading by scientific 
formule. 

Having registered this protest, it may now 
be freely conceded that M. Brunetiére’s book 
is a mine of compact information and that 
it has merits which compensate for its faults. 
Each page of the book is divided into halves, 
the upper half being given to the running 
critique of each literary era, while the lower 
half contains the compact biographies and 
bibliegraphies of all the most important 
writers from the eighth century to the pres- 
ent time. It is this latter portion of the 
book that will be most welcome. The Eng- 
lish translation, by Ralph Derechef, is in 
the main excellent. 

If M. Brunetiére could only have been as 
just to his own century as he is to the earlier

Benjamin W. Wells of the University of the 
4 South. It is worthy in every way to rank 
a with Brunetiére’s. Ina preceding work Pro- 
4 fessor Wells covered the whodle fleld of 
French literature in a critical work of this 
sort. but it was not nearly as interesting 
as the new volume, which devotes itself to 
the writers from the days of-Stendhal to 
those of Zola. He gives more or less com- 
plete sketches and critiques of 115 novelists 
and of 688 novels or short stories, and though 
one is oecasionally tempted to quarrel with 
him upon the comparative amount of space 
given to certain authors, the volume as a 
whole is just. wide-visioned, original, and 
‘admirable both in style and statement.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LEPTER.

Love and matrimony are likely to interfere 
with the projected expedition to the north 
pole of Prince Louis of Italy, Duke of the 
Abruzzi. For, after spending a couple of 
weeks at St. Petersburg, where he devoted 
most of his time to visiting the widowed 
Czarina and her two younger children at 
Gatchina, he has suddenly and unexpectedly 
returned to Rome, for the purpose, it is said, 
of obtaining the consent of his uncle, King 
Humbert, to a match between himself and 
the Grand Duchess Olga, youngest sister of 
the présent Czar. 

It seems Prince Louis made a favorable 
impression upon the widowed Empress, an 
impression which was shared by Princess 
Olga, now 17 years of age, and which may be 
ascribed in a great measure to his manly, 
studious character and to his rather serious 
disposition. | 

He is the student par excellence of the 
reigning house of Italy. But that he is no 
book worm is evident from the remarkable 
feats of mountaineering which he has ac- 
complished, including the record ascent of 
Mount St. Elias in Alaska. In fact, he is un- 
doubtedly the best of the younger generation 


ot the Itallan Frinces, and the Czar could 


not wish for a better brother-in-law. 

The match would be a most advantageous 
one for the reigning house of Italy in every 
respect and would serve to consolidate its 
position in more senses than one. For, al- 
though few people are aware of the fact, the 
court of Russia has been practically the only 
one in Europe that has abstained from ac- 


‘cording full recognition to the new order of 
‘things in Italy. 


Both the last Czar and his father were such 
strong champlons of legitimacy in every-. 
thing that pertained to the monarchical sys- 


| tem that they always regarded the present 


reigning house of Italy as more or lese 
usurpers, treating them as such, while they 
lavished every kind of attention upon the 
deposed sovereigns of the various formerly 
independent States comprised in what is now 
the Kingdom of Italy. 

Indeed no stronger indication of the senti- 
ments of the court of Russia during the two 
previous reigns can be furnished than the 
fact Czar Alexander II. should have con- 
ferred the Order of St. George upon the ex- 
Queen of Naples, and upor her husband in 
avowed token of his profound admiration for 
the gallantry of their defense of the fortress 
of Gaeta against King Victor Emmanuel. 

The present Czar of Russia has been the 
first to establish cordial relations with the 
court of Italy, which is under an obligation 
to him in so far that he provided Italy's 
future Queen, the Montenegrin born Crown 
Princess, with a rich dowry, while she is in- 
debted for her education to the generosity 
and motherly care of the widowed Czarina. 

— 

It is strange how few women of the im- 
perial house of Russia have married abroad 
compared to the quantity of foreign Prin- 
cesses that have wedded Muscovite Grand 
Dykes. At the present moment the only 
cases I can recall are those of the sister of 
the last Czar, who is the consort of the 
reigning Duke of Coburg, the Gramd Duchess 
Anastasia, widow of the last ruler of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin, who committed suicide at 


Cannes a couple of years ago; the Grand } 


Duchess Vera of Wiirtemberg, whose hus- 
band, Duke Eugene, was killed by a be- 
trayed husband; and the Queen of Greece; 
while in times gone by we have had only a 
Queen of Holland, a Queen of Wiirtemberg, 
and a Queen of Prussia who have been Prin- 


cesses of the house of Romanoff. 


It may be of interest to mention that 
Prince Louis of Italy’s brother, the Count of 
Turin, who spent some time in this country 
last year, being extensively entertained, is 
now visiting China and Japan, his stay in the 
United States having proved insufficient 
either to put an end to the entanglement or 
to the scandal resulting therefrom which 
had led his uncle, King Humbert, to order 
him to travel abroad. 

It is hardiy necessary for me to add that 
in the event of Prince Louis marrying the 
young Grand Duchess Olga he will abandon 
his projected expedition to the north pole, 
which was to have taken place next spring 
and summer. 


Colonel the Hon. Herbert Eaton, who has 
just been appointed to the command of the 
Grenadier Guards, the regiment which is 
more particularly intrusted with the pro- 
tection of the sovereign, and who will con- 
sequently be for some time to come in pretty 
close attendance on the court, is married to 
a New Lork girl, a daughter of the dead F. 
A. French of New York, and is the son of an 
American mother, the wife of the first Lord 
Cheylesmore having been a Miss Harman of 
New Orleans. 0 
As in the case of so many other members | 
of the British aristocracy, the Eatons owe 
their wealth and to a great extent their 
peerage to trade. For the first Lord Cheyles- 
more was the head of the firm of Eaton & 
Sons, the silk brokers of Coventry, and the 


‘present peer, his eldest son, has succeeded 


him as head of this firm. 

The Eatons are renowned for their smart- 
ness and elegance in dress, and being Coven- 
try people may be said to atone in the 
elaborateness of their attire for the short- 
comings in that respect of Lady Godiva of

present Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Let me add the present Lord Cheylesmore, 
who is unmarried, and who will be succeed- 
ed in the peerage by Colonel Herbert Eaton, 
possesses the finest private collection of 
Landsecr’s paintings in the kingdom, the 
gem of his gallery being the celebrated The 
Monarch of the Glen.” These paintings, as 
well as his unrivaled collection of English 
mezzotint portraits, are preserved at his 
country seat, the Manor of Cheylesmore, 
near Coventry, a place once owned and oc- 
cupied by Edward the Black Prince. 


in some of the 
English papers to criticise the promotion 
of Queen Victoria’s cousin, the Duke of 
Cumberland and of Brunswick, to the rank 
of General in the British army, on the ground 
that it is a purely complimentary one. It, 
however, is only fair to point out that 
the Duke draws no pay from the Eng- 
lish army, and that, unlike many other 
Generals of the army, princely and other- 
wise, he has been under fire and seen active 
service. 

As an officer of the Hanoverian army he 
took part in the several engagements which 


preceded the final defeat of the Hanoverian , 


troops by the Prussians at the battle of 
Langenzala, and, although defeated, the 
Duke is admitted to have behaved with great 
gallantry and pluck on that occasion.

Tuere was something pathetic about that 
battle of Langenzala which deserves td be 
placed on pictorial record by some clever 
ariist. It was the presence on the battlefield 
of the poor old blind King of Hanover—the 
only instance of a blind King taking part 
in a battle since the death of that blind King 
of Bohemia on the battlefield of Crecy, whose 
motto Ich Dien,“ and emblem, the three 
ostrich feathers, have ever since been used 
by the Princes of Wales. \ 

Throughout the battle of Langenzala the 
blind King of Hanover insisted upon re- 
maining on the field in the hopeof encourag- 
ing his troops by his presence, and it was 
only when it became dusk and the rout of the 
Hanoverian army was complete he reluc- 
tantly permitted his son to lead him away, 
narrowly escaping capture. 

The Duke, who is one of the most clever 
and erudite Princes of Europe, has inherited 
much of the obstinacy of his great-grand- 
father, King George III. of England, and 
was born without a nose, that which now 
adorns his face being due to the art of clever 
surgeons, rather than to nature. 


There has been a good deal of exaggera- 
tion in connection with the stories which 
have been told in the press as to the likeli- 
hood of Mrs. Druce succeeding in the claims 
which she has put forward on behalf of her 
only son to the peerage and estates of Duke 
Jumbo of Portland. For her financial back- 
ers have deserted her, and I hear of her lug- 


gage being detained by the Victoria Hotel in 


London for unpaid bills for board and lodg- 
ing, while her servants have been suing her 
in the London courts for wages and likewise 
for the return of moncy spent in her behalf. 
It is curious that as long as the question 
of opening the Druce tombs was before the 
courts, Mrs. Druce was able to find plenty of 
money for her heavy legal expenses.

Opinion of William Dillon. 

William Dillon, editor of the New York 
World and a brother of John Dillon, the 
present chairman of the Irish Parliamentary 
party, considers Balfour’s letter not 80 
much as a blind to divert the Irish people’s 
attention from home rule as an expression 
of his own well known policy that if home 
rule is to be defeated it is incumbent on the 
imperial Parkament to show it is able to do 
justice to Ireland in the matter of university 
education. 

“I think, undoubtedly, the idea would be 


‘acceptable to the Catholics,” said Mr. Dil- 


lon, because the university which Mr. 
Balfour proposes to found in Dublin, while 
theoretically non-sectarian, would be prac- 
tically a Catholic university, and Mr. Bal- 
four evidently intends it should beso. The 
government would endow chairs in all sub- 
jects not sectarian, and also endow scholar- 
ships and fellowships, and would then al- 
low the Catholics to provide their own en- 
dowments for religious and other sectarian 
instruction. In this respect it would be 
much Uke the present system of primary 
education in Ireland. 

The national schools there correspond 
to our public schools. They are theoretica!- 
ly non-sectarian, but religious instruction is 
given in the schools in all the Catholic dis- 
tricts, and the government winks at it. 

„However, I consider the success of Bal- 
four’s plan doubtful. at least in the present 
state of mind of his Northof Ireland friends. 
The results of the country government bill, 
which we are just beginning to see in the 
recent elections, are not of a character to

What John T. Keating Thinks. 

John T. Keating, National President of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians in America, is 
of the opinion that the scheme is simply a 
carefully laid plan to remove any further 
chance of unity between the Irish people as 
represented in Parliament and the Liberal 
party once led by Gladstone.

I believe the people and priest- 
hood of Ireland will accept everything that 
is given as the restoration of a portion of

As Seen by the Rev. T. P. Hodnett. 

The Rev. Father Thomas P. Hodnett said 
Balfour's proposition was a mere bagatelle, 
and not worth consideration. It is only a 
scheme to placate a few,“ said he. It is a 
veiled scheme to win over a part of the 
clergy. Ireland has today as fine an educa- 
tional system as any country in the world. 
Il went over the whole ground when I was 
there in 1895. Education is topheavy in Ire- 
land; that is to say, the people are too highly 
educated for the opportunities they have, 
and the education they get there fille them 
with ambitions and aspirations that can 
never be satisfied in the island, and leaves 
them in a chafing.and sore condition. Let 
the imperial government sudsidize the in- 
dustries of the south, east, and west. Let 
them develop the manual technical arts. 
Every district in Ireland has a school, and 
for every twenty-mile radius there is a col- 
lege. The parliamentary commission re- 
cently discovered that Ireland has paid into 
the British exchequer $15,000,000 annually 
over and above what was stipulated in the 
act of union. Let the government utilize 
this stolen money by ering Irish home 
industries.’’

Thirty-second Ward Leaders Declare 
He Must Be Renominated by the
